o'clock. The "Committee of 13" took 
the offendors six or seven miles out ojf 
town, each carriage going in a different 
direction, and two carriages containing 
four and one five, of the "avengers" to 
engage the full number in the work.

ated speech makes one careless of the 
truth. 
The habit of using words without 


regard to their rightful meaning often 
leads one to djstort facts, to misreport 
conversations, and to magnify statements, 
in matters in which the literal truth is 
important to be told. You can never 
trust the testimony of one who in com- 
mon conversation is indifferent to the im- 
port, and regardless of the power, of 
wordY 
I am acquainted with persons 


whose representations of facts always need 
translation and correction, and who have 
utterly lost their reputation for veracity 
solely through this habit of overstrained 
and extravagant speech. 
They do ntt 


mean to lie; but they have a dialect of 
their own, in which words bear an en- 
tirely different sense from that given to 
them in the daily intercourse of discreet 
and sober people.

daily press during the last five or ten 
years, it must excite the gravest attention 
in all thoughtful minds. 


The drunk<m orgies, the licentiousness 


and the recklessness of life and all rights 
of person and property which for genera- 
tions have m»de German students a ter- 
ror to right-minded men and women in 
university towns, has been celebrated too 
long in song and story to be a novel con- 
sideration. And the sufferings of poor lit- 
tle "fags" in English schools, while un- 
dergoing the tortures of the "toughening" 
process, have been depicted by more than 
one master pen. 
But it is comparatively 


a new thing in the history of American 
colleges and hiorlier schools of instruction 
brutal students engaging the attention of 
the faculty, and often resisting its ineffi- 
cient attempts at control with triumphant 
success. Formerly 
our colleges were 


filled for the most part with earnest young 
men, 
whose families were making heroic 


sacrifices to help them through the course, 
and who were themselves working hard 
enough to earn their own way to appre- 
ciate the advantages offered. Large num- 
bers of these young men were destined 
for the religious "ministry," to which 
was dedicated in the old days the bright- 
est and best of the family flocks having 
representatives in colleges. 
And such 


young men used all the opportunities of 
the colleges as a sacred trust which they 
were honored with, to gain therefrom all 
of the useful and beautiful they possibly 
could, to give back ten-fold to society in 
personal service when their powers should 
have matured. 
Now, large numbers of 


college students are from the wealthy or 
well-to-do classes, are urged to go, per- 
haps, by their parents, and feel no inward 
impulcLOn toward a ctudioua life, and 
make no sacrifice to obtain the educa- 
tional advantages pressed upon them. 
They go because it is the fashion for fam- 
ilies able to afford it to send their boys 
to college. 
And their most distinct, in- 


dividual purpose during the whole course 
is to " have a good time." For this 
result, "pocket 
money" in abundance 


is needed, and that the parents, often 
criminally weak or very unwise in their 
government, 
liberally 
furnish. 
With 


the pocket money come the possibilities 
for night suppers and all sorts of "larks." 
And many a boy who of himself would 
never originate evil or disobey the rules, 
or make himself in any way obnoxious, is 
led on by some master spirit of wicked- 
ness to actual and debasing sins of con- 
duct. From characters so debased by 
self-indulgence and the gradual letting 
down of all moral standards, spring nat- 
urally revolt against proper authority and 
lawless cruelty to offending 
comrades. 


There is no sense of restraint, no devo- 
tion to the Higher side of life, no manly 
quality of self-control, to hold the youth 
firm against any temptation which may 
offer itself. Hence if he is offended at 
his equals or superiors, he knows no bet- 
ter way of showing it than that of the 
ruffian.

WOMEN AS DBUGGI8TS. 


"While there is necessarily a great"dl- 
versity of opinion as to the fitness of 
women to undertake any of the occupa- 
tions which men follow, entailing great 
physical labor and exposing them to vi- 
cissituflcs of climase and temperature 
and various bodily hardships, it appears 
that women are physically and intellec- 
tually competent, and in some cases es- 
pecially so, to follow certain callings of a 
different character now entirely in the 
hands of men. In my own profession the 
employment of trained women in places 
of trust, as managers of institutions, as 
matrons, as Sisters of Charity, and as 
nurses, has long since been recognized as 
an essential part of our social scheme, 
and no hospital or analogous institution 
will thrive vv4iere the trained lady's inllu- 
ence is not felt and seen. 
Hut there is 


one branch in the medical profession for 
which it has long seemed to me that the 
educated woman is specially adapted, 
and which appears to have escaped the 
attention of those most interested in 
nnumg suaauic ut,v.,ii>uiiiu., <\,. i«.i. 
r«. i» 


the practice of pharmacy. 
Both in and 


out of hospitals I apprehend that phar- 
macy as well as the public would profit 
by an extensive employment of women. 
Any one familiar with foreign hospitals, 
in which the dispensing department is in 
the hands of women, will be able to say 
whether they do their work well or ill. 
I 


do not hesitate to affirm that I have never 
seen dispensaries in our own medical in- 
stitutions to surpass or equal them. 
And 


when we consider the general character- 
istics of the sex, their deftness and neat- 
handedness, their delicacy for taste, 
touch and smell, their conscientiousness, 
cleanliness and tidiness, I think that they 
possess special qualifications for under- 
taking more generally the work now left 
to men, whose general scientific attain- 
ments ore certainly not beyond the reach 
of any ordinarily educated girl. Phar- 
maceutical work is entirely indoors, it 
rarely if ever entails niglitwork, and nei- 
ther physically nor mentally does there 
appear to be the slightest objection to 
the employment of well-trained women in 
the compounding and dispensing of medi- 
cines. 
The physician would often profit 


by the suggestions and hints which a 
clever woman pharmaceutist would be 
able to offer, and which do not present 
themselves to the male chemist, while 
women by entering upon this new career 
would add largely and legitimately to 
their sphere of useful and remunerative 
occupation."

A WHOSO RIGHTED.—On Saturday 


last the U. S. House of Representatives, 
bv ft rtwisivfi vote, nrlmitfcpfl tn « eon*- oe 
the duly elected member from one of the 
districts of Mississippi a colored man, 
named John B. Lynch, who appeared as 
a contestant for a seat fraudulently held 
by a Confederate Brigadier General 
named Jamos R. Chalmers. Mr. Lynch 
is now the only colored man in either 
House of Congress. 
The last colored 


man who occupied a seat there was Sena- 
tor B. K. Lruce. Mr. Lynch was born 
a slave in the State of Louisiana, and only 
obtained his freedom by the events of tlie 
Civil War. 
He is a well educated man, 


although most of his education has been 
obtained since the war, nnd he has played 
a large and important part in the public 
affairs of Mississippi, where he served 
as Speaker of the lower House of the 
Legislature, and held a seat in Congress 
from one of the districts, when the noto- 
rious Mississippi plan revolutionized the 
politics of (he State by force of arms. 
Mr. Lynch lost of course his seat in Con- 
gress, and although subsequently re- 
elected by large majorities the votes were 
not counted honestly, and he was unable 
to get his s,eat. Subsequently the State 
Legislature s-o gerrymandered the Congres- 
sional districts that it was thought inipoi- 
sible for a colored man to be elected. 
Nevertheless it was in one of the very 
worst of these gerrymandered districts 
that Mr. Lynch was elected and again de- 
frauded out of the honest returns, iu so 
barefaced a manner that the leadingjour- 
nals of the dominant party in Mississippi 
denounced it as an outrage. Since that 
date the Legislature has rsdistricted tbe 
State and has shown its sense of indigna- 
tion at the outrage perpetrated in Lynch's 
district by making an entirely new dis- 
trict for him, in which the colored voters 
havs 20,000 majority. Mr. Lynch is an 
excellent public speaker, vary well ac- 
quainted with National politics and a 
very desirable Representative of his race 
ie Congress. His case is important as 
indicating the dawn of a better state of 
things in benighted 
mantoten Ttkyrapk.

The prisoner was -bareheaded. 


The operation of pinioning him seemed 
interminable. He submitted without a 
word, and hardly seemed to appreciate 
what was going on. From the steps there 
was a distance of about sixty yards to 
traverse to the callows. T.nmKm wn« tup- 
ported with difficulty from this point to 
the scaffold. 
He swayed backward and 


forward and stared wildly around him 
when placed under the noose. The chap- 
lain, who appeared to be much affected, 
thgn began to read a portion of the burial 
service. Lamson in the meanwhile was 
supported by two gaolers, and his legs 
were strapped. Just before the cap was 
adjusted he cast down his eyes with a look 
of extreme despair. When the drop fell 
death was instantaneous. The drop was 
nine feet from the level of the ground or 
platform into a well. The body remained 
hanging for one hour. The neck was not 
dislocated. His bod) was buried in the 
prison yard as is customary with all who 
suffer capital punishment. 


—Ralph Waldo Emerson, one of the 


most eminent of American essayists, died 
at his residence at Uoncord, Mass., on 
Thursday last, in the 70th year of his age, 
after an illness oj several days. His last 
appearance in public was his presence at 
the funeral of Longfellow. lie was born 
in Boston, Mass., May 25, 1803. 
He 


was the son of the Rev. William Emer- 


son, pastor of the First Church (Unita- 
rian) of Boston, and of Ruth (Ilaskins) 
Emerson. He came of a long and unin- 
terrupted clerical line. He was eighth 
in descent from the Rev. Peter Bulkeley, 
who had been rector of Woodhill, Bed- 
fordshire, England, and who emigrated 
to America, becoming in 1635 the first 
minister of the town of Concord, Mass. 
He was succeeded in his pastoral charge 
by his son, the Rev. Edward Bulkeley, 
whose daughter married the Rev. Joseph 
Emerson. Ralph Waldo Emerson, upon 
one side or the other, had a clergyman for 
an fmnflstpr thrmioh pitrlit .(rpnnrations. 
(1070) 
married 
Rebecca 
Waldo, of 


Chelmsford, and from 
her family Mr. 


Emerson received his middle name. The 
first American Emerson (Thomas) was 
not a clergyman, but his descendents 
were in tho sacred profession. Mr. Em- 
erson's 
grandfather and great-grand- 


father of that name were all preachers. 


—Sim Changlo, a Chinese laundryman 


in St. Louis, is something of a genius. 
He possesses a knowledge of painting, 
clock-making, * engineering, 
engraving, 


fancy sewing, and is well up in the arts 
of science, including chemistry and otlwr 
branches of learning. At present Chan- 
glo is engaged in completing what he 
pleases to term th« "World's Fair." This 
curiosity consists of a miniature Chinese 
house containing towers aud verandas 
and possessing other features peculiar to 
Mongolian architecture. 
The structure 


rests on a table. It is about four feet high 
and five feet long, and its rooms are all 
open on one side, in order that the spec- 
tators may see what is taking place with- 
in. Directly in front of the house is a 
yard in which two Chinaman are repre-

two others in the act of building a brick 
wall.

the exterior of the building, but he be- 
comes more deeply interested when he 
inspects the contents of the apartment 
vvitliin. In one apartment he »CC0 an army 
of soldiers mounted on horses, in another 
a solemn procession of priests, and in 
another a lot of wild animals, etc. When 
the clockwork that operates this vast es- 
tablishment is wound up and started, the 
effect produced is decidedly striking. 
The butterflies tremble on invisible wires, 
and appear to be flying about in the air ; 
the men at the brick wall work vigorous- 
ly, the characters in front of the main 
entrance,vociferate wildly. In fact every 
thing connected with the establishment is 
natural and life-like.-

On 
the mountain side there are vast flocks of 
sheep grazed, and upon them they subsist 
from time to time, and are scarcely miss- 
ed by the flock-masters. Panthers, which 
formerly were numerous in all that sec- 
tion, have become very scarce and seldom 
do injury. There is being arranged a 
grand wolf-hunt upon the mountain to 
last a week or ten days. It would prob- 
ably pay all expenses, as $10 for every 
wolf scalp is paid, one-half by the State 
and the other half by the owner of the 
land on which they may be killed. There 
are also good grouse shooting, and some 
deer, so that the camp will not suffer for 
provisions in the meat branch.
